Wel, Gentlemen, as to that you ſee he 
ventures, and three things ſatisfic him in it.

Nor cau thi, be a Novelty to you, that new 
Par ircs are forming 3 the Piſcoutſe has been 
cov long htHach'd, tww common, too publ:ck 
to he concec:-d, that there are infinite Ca- 
bailigg, Prey making, and Siding, in order 
to do ſo ne Nothing this Parliament. 

Aud ark we mutt fall out, whether this 
he a new Parliament, or an old? Whether 
they muſt chooſe a new Speaker, and begin 
as a new Houſe, or no? —And mighty Par- 
ty-Siruggles there are on this Point al- 
ready But pray, Gentlemen, be patient, 
the Houſe will determine it If they come 
to meet, they muſt be conftiented by the 
old Speaker, and then let the Houſe deter- 
mine the next thing themſelves; but ve 
are always in Haſte, we mult fx. all thoſe 
things for them, before they meet - But ſiace 
it muſt be done, I think, the beſt Method, 
that can de taken, is to let them do it their 
Own Way.

But I foreſee the Gentlemen, who are 
for this being a new Parliament, will be 
vader fome Diſappointment, as to the Con-
